Fa iry Cro sses 
most curious mineral found 
1 in the United States Is Stauro- 
lite, otherwise known as a ‘fairy stone.’ 
Staurolite is an iron aluminum silicate 
found only in Virginia, the reddish- 
brown and brownish-black crystals oc­ 
curring in well-defined crosses.” 
So says a report of the United States 
geological survey. But if you visit a 
certain valley among the rugged foot- I 
hills of the Blue Ridge mountains in | 
Patrick county, Virginia, the natives ! 
there will tell you a different story. 
Two thousand years ago, so they 
say, this valley was the home of a 
band of fairies. One day as they were 
dancing around a clear spring in this 
sunlit valley, an eltin messenger ar­ 
rived from an eastern land far, far 
away. He brought the news of the 
crucifix ion of Christ, and when the 
fairies heard the sad news, they wept. 
Their tears fell to the ground and 
crystallized into little pebbles. On each 
tear-rock a beautiful cross appeared. 
The fairies have long since left that 
valley but you can still find their crys­ 
tallized tears there. They range in size 
from a fourth of an inch to an inch and 
a half and form some shape of a cross 
St. Andrew’s, Roman or Maltese. Vir­ 
ginia Is the only place in the world 
where they can be found and from the 
Old Dominion they have been car­ 
ried to all parts of the world. 
Presidents (among them Theodore 
Roosevelt and Woodrow Wilson) and 
European kings have been possessors 
of these little stones. Many a soldier 
(and general, too) carried them in the 
World war, for they are good luck 
pieces. 
So if you believe in fairies, 
ou can believe that these fairy crosses 
vill bring you good luck, too.
